record exasts? Heuce, my readery, the fearfal disre.
gard of parental suthoriby, With all the restraints
o1 law and the foree of instroction under these pre-
cepts, how fearful the disregard 10 parents, and how
horribly murders sbound! Take away these laws;
let corrupt nawure know there s no moral law giving
suthority to purents or protection to lite by the pnn-
ishanent ol enmes; and where are we? What o state
of socioty we shall have!
